Applicant's arguments filed 04SEP2007 have been fully considered but th ey are not persuasive. The Examiner respectfully disagrees with 
Applicant's arguments as the applied reference(s) provide more than adequate support and to further clarify (see the comments in this 
section and Final Action mailed on 27JUN2007). 

Regarding Applicant's arguments wherein "...the wireless device is in very close proximity or in physical contact with the at least on port". 
Swartzel et al. (US Patent # US 2002/01 09593 A1 ) show and disclose a system of electronic display tags that uses a portable s canner 51 
which would require a user to be in close proximity to the tag 20 being scanned to avoid interference from other RF tags 20. 
Borgstahl et al. (US Patent # US 6,487,180 B1) show and disclose a personal information system based on short -range wireless links 
(columnl lines 18-21). Borgstahl et al. teaches a personal area network in which there is a detection zone 28 surrounding each peer 20. 
Wireless communication links 26 are operated ion sufficiently low power to limit the communication range to cl ose proximity (figure 1 , 
column 4 lines 23-26 lines 35-47, column 12 lines 25-41). 

Both Swartzel et al. and Borgstahl et al. clearly teach a wireless device that is used in very close proximity or in physical contact with at 
least one port. Consequently, the rejection is maintained by the Examiner. 
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
